However, I did not fully realize the seriousness of Don’s 
injuries. Thank God he has now recovered sufficiently to 
get things sorted out and with the help of his daughter, 
Karen Bell, he expects to have it all straightened out 
shortly after the first of January. Don returned home on 
December 7th. He had been staying with his son in Texas 
since getting out of the hospital and attending Gin’s 
funeral. He is still confined to a wheelchair and a walker. 
Karen plans to stay with him for a few weeks. He then 
plans to go to stay with her in West Virginia until she feels 
that he can manage on his own. Don is very fortunate to 
have such a devoted family. 

Both Don and I received many letters expressing 
great shock and deep sympathy. However, even though 
the tragedy was reported in the last issue of TEC News and 
was well publicized in the numismatic press, we also 
received many complaints from those that either did not 
know or did not understand the seriousness of the prob¬ 
lem. On the whole I want to thank everyone for being so 
understanding and patient with us. I do not hesitate to per¬ 
sonally guarantee complete satisfaction on everything 
that was ordered. If satisfaction is not received, please 
contact me. 

Don has vowed to carry a double load and continue 
as Treasurer and to also cover Gin’s job as Secretary until 
a successor is found. I don’t think that it is fair to extend 
this for an unreasonable length of time and URGENTLY 
request someone to step forward and volunteer for the 
job. I handled it for four years myself and can assure you 
that there is work connected to it, however, it doesn’t take 
a lot of skill; just dedication and common sense. Further, 
a lot of gratification and satisfaction comes with it. 

I want to remind all members that effective January 
1,1992 our dues increased to $ 10.00 for Regular member¬ 
ship, $5.00 for Associate membership and $5.00 for 
Junior membership. It doesn’t make any difference if you 
paid early.

He fought a severe 
case of the shingles for over a year. Recently he went 
to the hospital for the removal of Kidney Stones and 
they found tumors in his colon. The tumors were 
removed and diagnosed as cancerous. They don’t feel 
that it broke out of the colon wall but for precautionary 
measures he is taking kemo and cobalt treatments. 

Frank Brazzell is recuperating from a prostate 
operation and does not plan to do any work until after 
the first of the year. 

I know that our members join with me in 
wishing Don, Gus and Frank a speedy and full recov¬ 
ery. 

The health of these individuals has had serious 
effects on our hobby. Don being incapacitated has 
curtailed communications with our members. Gus has 
decided to discontinue his Elongated Museum and 
move from New York to Florida.

Lenard L. Babin 


Lenard L. Babin of Rochester, New York died 
October 15, 1991. The obituary was brief and 
stated that he was survived only by his good 
friend Donald Schwallie and several nieces and 
nephews.

His booklet on “Elongated 
Rolled-Out Cents” is credited with being the 
first formally organized and illustrated book on 
elongated coins.

Token And Medal Society (MD TAMS), I have been working: on a project 
to catalog the elongateds of Maryland. I personally find it a little 
surprising that collectors do not assemble elongateds by states. 

In my cataloging efforts, I've included elongateds that relate to 
Maryland and have included a maverick category where I have used a 
liberal definition for attribution. To date, i have received excellent 
encouragement and support from Ray Dillard-TEC President, Russ Sears- 
TEC Director, Jack Pryor and Joe Burford-TEC members and several 
other members from TEC and MD TAMS! 


The primary purpose of this article is a call to all TEC 
members to review mv listings and provide me with rubbings or sketches 
of elongateds from Maryland that are in their collection and not 

listed here. If they just happened to be duplicates and I need them 
for my oersonal collection, I will be quite happy to purchase them. 

V/hen I first started this project, I thought it would be 
relatively simple and be completed in a couple months. Well, after 
several months of effort and research, I'm still finding more 
elongateds to add to my current list which now has grown to over 
100 specimens. Since I started, I have acquired a fairly decent 
library on elongateds out of necessity and through my research efforts, 
I have become more familar with the names of some of the engravers 
and rollers and other prominent members of TEC.

Elongated Coin Report

No, elongated coins are not being traded on Wall 
Street these days. Here, DOW JONES refers to the 
noted collectors and rollers - Dottie Dow and Ralph 
Jones. Among their many achievements they have the 
distinction of having some of their elongateds listed in 
all four major references of our hobby. 

Dottie Dow’s thirty-nine issues for 1965 are 
listed in both The Elongated Collector and Yesterday’s 
Elongateds. Similarly, Ralph Jones has seventeen 
issues for 1963 through mid-1965 listed in both of 
those books. Today’s Elongateds lists Dow’s produc¬ 
tions of 1970 through 1973 and a few of Jones’, 
representative of his releases during the same period. 
Angelo Rosato’s book. Encyclopedia of the Modern 
Elongated lists Dow’s and Jones’ issues - all of hers 
from 1965 to 1973 and his from 1963 to 1972. 

A pricing structure for elongateds was estab¬ 
lished in Yesterday’s Elongateds. The basis for pric¬ 
ing was a seven level rarity scale with 1 as the level of 
lowest rarity and 7 as the highest. With each level was 
associated a range of prices. The rarity of each elon¬ 
gated listed in the book was estimated and assigned a 
level. The authors, Lee Martin and Dottie Dow, made 
the point that the level assignments were based on 
ESTIMATES and would be reevaluated if new infor¬ 
mation comes to light concerning any of the listed 
elongateds. They also stressed the fact that issues with 
open dies should command much lower prices than 
those with closed dies. A flood of elongateds could be 
rolled from open dies and introduced into the market 
at any time, but no more listed elongateds can be rolled 
from a closed die. 

All but four of Dow’s thirty-nine issues appear¬ 
ing in Yesterday’s Elongateds were assigned level 1. 
the dies for all those issues were still open. The dies for 
the other four issues were closed. Those issues and 
their levels were #ST.FLAG-10, level 3; #ARIphx-2, 


level 3; #ARIphx-2a, level 4; and ARIphx-2b, level 4. 
In 1981 when the book was published, level 3 elongat¬ 
eds were priced at $6.01 to $12.00 and level 4 prices 
were $12.01 to $20.00. All of Jones’ listed issues were 
assigned level 1. 

In Rosato’s book, Dow’s four rarer issues are 
listed as DOW-15, DOW-39, DOW-40 and DOW-41. 
Angelo has included precise mintage figures for these 
issues as 128, 78, 143 and 43, respectively. These 
figures indicate that level assignments should be 
changed as follows: the levels of ARIphx-2 and 2a 
should be interchanged, and the level of ARIphx-2b 
should be revised upward to 5. Rosato has developed 
a pricing calculation method of his own based on 
roller’s production costs and reasonable price in¬ 
creases over the years. According to his method, an 
elongated from each of Dow ’ s four rarer issues should 
have been priced in 1981 approximately as $10, $24, 
$10 and $63, respectively. Except for the $63 esti¬ 
mate, these prices are surprisingly consistent with 
those of Dow and Martin after level reassignment. 

Of Jones’ seventeen issues listed in the Dow- 
Martin book, eight now have closed dies. Thus, their 
level assignments should be reviewed for possible 
upward assignment. Rosato’s exact mintage figures 
for those issues indicate that three should retain their 
level assignments due to large amounts produced. 
However, those listed as #P&PC-15, #XXX-16, 
#PENphi-4, #P&PC-23, #P&PC-22 and as JON-1, 
JON-2, JON-3, JON-13 and JON-14 in the Dow- 
Martin and Rosato books, respectively, should be 
assigned higher levels based on the following mintage 
statistics : JON-1, 75 cents; JON-2, 105 cents; 5 
nickels, 5 dimes and 4 quarters; JON-3,75 cents; JON- 
13, 93 cents and 18 steel cents; JON-14, 97 cents, 6 
nickels and 48 steel cents. #P&PC-15 (JON-1) and 
#PENphi-4 (JON-3) should be given level 4 assign¬ 
ments; whereas the other three should have level 3 
assignments. These new level assignments are consis¬ 
tent with those of Dow’s four rarer issues. The 1981 
prices of the elongated cents of Jones’ five rarer issues, 
according to Rosato’s pricing method, should have 
been as follows: JON -1, about $27; JON-2, about $11; 
JON-3, about $27; JON-13, about $20 and JON-14, 
about $10.

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WHEN IN DOUBT... JUST USE THE BOOK!

Telemarketing fraud is on the rise na¬ 
tion wide! Con artists reach out and touch 
thousands of unwary residents each year 
throughout the country using high pressure 
tactics to get you to invest or purchase 
products. 

Luckily these irresponsible tactics 
do not exist within the realm of elongated 
coins. There are, however, dealers of 
exonumia material offering rolled speci¬ 
mens as an opportunity to acquire pieces 
that are not exactly fruadulent per se, 
but are definately far from being what 
they are suppose to be. Unfortunately, 
elongateds do not have the security, divi¬ 
sions, or the agencies responsible for 
protecting collectors against the obscuri¬ 
ty or the misrepresentation for rolled 
out specimens. 


Thus, when in doubt, just use the book!! Don't be pressured into 
making a decision over dealer's listings. It would be wise to get 
the facts first before parting with any money due to outlandish 
pricing. And certainly do not make a commitment. Check your elong¬ 
ated books for varification. 


In articles appearing in previous TEC News, I mentioned the so 
called "unlisteds," and in the last newletter a reference was made 
about the "re-roll." In both overviews the detailed accounts and 
observations were at best very brief. In my book the "ENCYCLOPEDIA 
OF THE MODERN ELONGATED," the various interpretations are explained 
more thoroughly which separate each of the categories.

Dealers and mail bid sales are not totally at fault . In promo¬ 
tional endeavors there are no concerns over matters of price, 
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status of dies, or time span. In effect, it's merely a question 
of the collector being aware of purchases due to obscure facts. 


Throughout the unrest period of "re-rolls" during the mid 1960s 
and 1970s, collectors placed concerns on price. It was an important 
contention when some elongateds were questionable re-rolls. Contro¬ 
versy over price and when the specimens were originally rolled 
seemed to be a fixed combination and an obsession which oversha¬ 
dowed the fact that, elongateds are always genuinely original, 
regardless when rolled with existing original dies. 


Chapter 11 in the "ENCYCLOPEDIA OF THE MODERN ELONGATED" expli¬ 
cates in great depth and detail matters of restrikes, re-rolls and 
simulated elongated coinage, which encompasses over a dozen pages. 
- In the "RES" section of the book, beginning on page 1097 (thru 
11,17), there are almost 100 elongateds listed as re-rolls. The sec¬ 
tion also delineates and illustrates which issues were rolled, 
along with the present die status, including the names of the 
roller-producers. For those who do not have a copy of my book, a 
re-roll constitutes a production run subsequent to former rollings 
of older pieces originally listed in DOW'S first book (1965). 
Because (and importantly) the dies are known to still exist and 
are not considered modern issues, there is absolutely no reason 
to pay upwards to $45 representative of an older elongated specimen 

when dies are known to be still "open" and the same issues are or 
have been re-rolled. 


The Martin/Dow book "Yesterday's Elongateds" (1981) regrettably 
does not indicate which of the older 100 or more elongateds have 
been re-rolled, nor are the dies noted as extant , or the names of 
the persons rolling elongateds from older dies. In fact there are 
more than six older specimens not listed at all, which also have 
been re-rolled. There are, in addition, several modern elongateds 
indicated as re—rolls that should not have been listed in their 
book. This of course in no way reflects any downgrading of the 
Martin/Dow book. The utterance being articulated here is merely 
to alert the collector to information not made available elsewhere 
concerning every aspect of the so-called "re-roll." 


The matter of restrikes (re-rolls) does not end here. There is 

another important factor completely overlooked by the hobbyist: 

Title; OLD ROLLING DIES SAME AS OLD SPECIMENS. (A writing for 

another time. ) — Meanwhile, a word to the wise: When in doubt. 

go without!! And accordingly, check your mail listings by using 

your new book. Become familiar with those older specimens that are 
not worth the asking prices.

Recommendation concurred on May 3,1901. 
Communications were received from the 
Director General as follows: 

1. Submitting the following complete con¬ 
tracts with Charles F. Dammfor concession 
to be known as the Coin Stamp Machine. 

Everyone reading these minutes would obtain 
a different view or interpretation. For whatever it’s 
worth, I will try to express mine. 


Reference from Buffalo Historical Society, August 8, 
1991 by Gene Hynds. 

Gene Hynds, President of the Florida Token Soci¬ 
ety, collects items and elongates of the Pan-American 
Exposition of 1901 held at Buffalo, N.Y. 

While researching at the “Buffalo Historical Soci¬ 
ety” Library, he came across the “Minutes of the Board 
of Directors” of the Pan-American Exposition, referring 
to Charles F. Damm’s elongated machines. 

He offered me a copy, and as a matter of interest and 
information, I will gladly share it with TEC readers. 

“Minutes of the Board of Directors 
of the Pan-American Exposition” 

Session of April 10,1901, page 827. 

1 .Reporting action in making the following ar¬ 
rangements. 

- With the coin rolling machine company to 
operate their own coin rolling machine at the east 
entrance of the Ethnology Building on the pay¬ 
ment of $39 dollars. 

Motion: Disapprove all the foregoing arrange¬ 
ments. Directed that they be canceled and all 
monies collected be refunded. 

Session of April 22,1901. 

4. Submitting the recommendation of the commit¬ 
tee of concessionaires be granted to Charles F. 
Damm for the right to locate in space already 
assigned exhibitors in different buildings, a ma¬ 
chine for the production of a souvenir by running 
pennies or nickels through the machine and stamp¬ 
ing there on the word “Souvenir.” The conces¬ 
sionaire to pay $400.00 for each machine thus 
placed and to guarantee the use of at least five 
such machines. 


1. The Elongate machines was first called 
“Coin Rolling Machine,” then later called 
“Coin Stamp Machine.” 

2. The machine was first assigned to the East 
entrance of the Ethnology Building, later 
the be located within different buildings. I 
assume that the elongates were rolled with 
the image of the building where the ma¬ 
chines were located. 

3. I looked up the word Ethnology for my 
interest and education. The definition is 
the study of people and cultures. 

4. On April 10, 1901 the request was disap¬ 
proved and $39.00 refunded. Was the 
$39.00 payment too low or was this an 
initial fee? 

5. The machines were allowed to stamp the 
word “Souvenir.” We know many were 
made without the word “Souvenir.” 

6. “Pennies and nickels” were to be used 
through the machines. “Pennies” seem 
appropriate and inexpensive. However 
according to David J. Singer (roller of the 
1933-34 Chicago World’s Fair Elongate) 
stated in an article that nickels and higher 
denominations were considered “Legal 
Tender” and illegal to be rolled out. 

7. Charles F. Damm was to pay $400.00 a 
machine, and guarantee the operation of 
four additional machines, totaling $2,000 
in expenses for a six month period. (The 
Exposition was open from May 7 through 
November 2,1901). How many elongates 
would have to be rolled just to break even?
